As areminder, when you are impounding a vehicle for evidence, the only way that the vehicle can be released is with 
written authorization from the LAPD. You cannot release a vehicle based upon a phone call from the LAPD that it is okay 
to release. With the written documentation, and a completed 180, OPGs will then be able to charge the City of LA for 
the storage after 72 hours. 


If the person does not pick up the vehicle after it's released, you can then begin the lean sale process. You will then 
need to complete a private property impound. The maximum number of days that the city will pay for storage is 120.

Commander, 


| have been thinking about a variety of Reserve Training issues and thought that you might be able to 
implement some suggestions based on the perspective of active CDL-1 officers, which may or may not be seen 
by our Department’s leadership. As you know, | often joke that Reserves are sometimes P-O because very few 
people think about Reserves as training is developed. | am thrilled that you and Captain Casey (who truly 
appreciate Reserves) are overseeing training. 


We need to get the probation requirements better thought through, currently a Level 2, needs to go through 
“X” hours of training with a Training Officer (P-3) to get off probation, but it’s not being dealt with consistently 
throughout the Department, and the LAPD does not always have a P-3, available so a recently graduated Level 
2’s or Level 1’s, so they often end up getting deployed/stuck on the desk. This is a demotivating situation that 
is easily resolved. | have several ideas that would resolve this issue. 


As a Level 2, goes through the Level 1, academy, they have another probation, and—to get to the Designated 
Level 1 status, yet another 2,000 hour probation— yet we don’t have a cogent policy to track this, and the 
Department does not have a policy to show if the hours are accumulated from level 2, to level 1, to 
designation. 


We need to work with the department leadership to put together some specialized training opportunities; we 
also need to examine the Learning Domains (LD) for our Level 2’s, as they are lacking some very critical skills, 
which are easily provided to resolve the issues before they graduate. They don’t get EVOC, but they are in the 
car with Level 1or full-time officers, but they can’t legally drive. I am aware that many of them are driving. | 
am sure that there are other LD that they could use. 


We need to get the reserve instructor/training cadre very well thought through, | saw that the Department is 
looking at using reserves for training, this is a huge step forward, but if people like Steve Fazio (who is certified 
by POST as an instructor) are not involved, the idea of reserve instructors will not be optimized, and it may fall 
flat and fail. 


We need to better think through the in-service training requirements, we have reserve training days, but they 
don’t count for our continuing education for our LAPD or the POST mandated training requirements, this is 
easily resolved but it’s not being thought through. 


Our reserves graduate and don’t get Radios, Phones, or Tasers. | understand budget restraints. Our Level 2’s 
graduate and drive but don’t get enough EVOC training in the academy, they aren’t given other tools that are 
easily provided but aren’t currently in the LD’s, but they need to be, and as you know, it is often the people 
who are close to the officers (active CDL-1s) that are even aware of some of these issues. Talking with Steve 
Fazio who went back to patrol and works with many other reserves at the divisional level, he pointed out to 
me some of the gaps and inadequacies.

Good Morning Eric, 


As per your conversation with Joe last Friday, I am attaching our most current past due report. We have 
made every attempt to reach out on our own, and we have made no progress. 


We know that CID staff is working hard and that they are dealing with employee changes at the divisions 
and incomplete records from within the LAPD. I have reached out to Marlene myself because she is 
responsive. Additionally, she responded to an email sent to Azucena Rios from Ray our manager when 
Azucena stopped responding to our emails. 


On Monday 9/16/19, I spoke to Marlene. She is very responsive and compassionate with me on the 
phone and did state that she'd love to get me paid and is trying but needs approval from others. I 
appreciate that from her, but that is not helping me take care of our past-due bills. I understand they are 
city employees and are not in a position to approve outstanding invoices without the proper 

paperwork. The problem is that the documents that they need reside with the LAPD, not us. 


I do not expect them to understand the struggle we are having as a small business owner who is trying to 
manage a contract where towing is down and payments from the city are delayed by months and in some 
cases years. As the OPG meeting at the end of last year, the OPGs were assured that the backlog would 
be handled quickly and that the Commission understood that the delays were not as a result of missing 
OPG paperwork, but missing LAPD paperwork. Ray has received occasional emails from Azucena Rios 
requesting additional information on invoices. However, these invoices are all 2019. The last payment we 
received was on June 10, 2019. 


If we pay the City one day late, we will incur a massive penalty, yet there is no real answer or explanation 
as to why we are not receiving our money. We have been extremely patient, but we are tired of 

waiting. Our balance is now up to $41,491. This is honestly insane. I have invoices dating back to 
2011. Really, are we ever going to see a payment on these invoices? Some of the Detectives are no longer 
employed with the division and I am being told they are waiting for documentation or narratives from 
someone that is no longer there. They have to come up with a solution to get these extremely old 
invoices paid. Why is it that they are not going back to pay anything that is owed to us from 2011- 2018. 
These are way over past due! We need to come up with a solution to resolve these old ones. 


What is the normal procedure with the City? What is considered past due to the City? 
I would really appreciate any help from you in coming up with a solution.

I spoke to Officer Ernie Vicencio with the Los Angeles Police Commission. Officer Vicencio has been working 
diligently with Abet Security concerning their required permits and is assisting Abet to come into compliance 
with City rules and ordinances. I am happy to report that some Abet Security personnel have the required 
permits to work at an OPG. Not all Abet employees have permits! 


If you are using Abet, so that you do not violate any Board Rules, the Association suggests that you ask Abet 
Security only to send security personnel that has a current business tax registration certificate. The Office of 
Finance must stamp the certificate for the registration to be valid. 


When the guard arrives at your OPG, make a copy of the stamped certificate that they are required to have and 
make sure that you include the name of the guard on your monthly report to the Police Commission. If a guard 
does not have a stamped tax registration permit, do not allow them to work at your OPG.

The OPG Association does not have a list of licensed security companies or guards allowed to do business in 
the City. If you want to retain a guard or company, Detective Jones has informed the Association that any OPG 
who would like to know the license status of a company or guard should email Det. Raymond De La Torre at 
the Police Commission. His email is 39329@lapd.online Please copy me on the email to CID. 


CID asked me to remind all OPGs that all security companies and personnel must comply with Los Angeles 
Municipal Code Section SEC. 52.34. OPGs can only retain companies that apply with the Code. 


PRIVATE PATROL SERVICE — REGULATIONS. 
(Amended by Ord. No. 173,375, Eff. 8/5/00.) 


(a) Definitions. 
For the purpose of this article, certain terms used herein are defined as follows: 


(1) Private Patrol Service. The term “private patrol service” shall mean any “private patrol operator” as 
defined in the California Business and Professions Code which furnishes or purports to furnish to members, 
subscribers, or customers any street patrol officer for the purpose of affording additional security and protection 
of person and property or to perform any other service directly related to the “private protection of life and 


property.” 


(2) Street Patrol Officer. The term “street patrol officer” shall mean any person who performs for a 
private patrol service the duties of a uniformed guard or uniformed patrol officer or any of the duties described 
in subdivision (a)(1) by street patrol service utilizing foot patrol, motor patrol, or other means of transportation 
in public areas, City streets, or public thoroughfares. This definition shall not apply to uniformed guards or 
uniformed caretakers employed by an entity other than a private patrol service, such as by industrial plants, 
department stores, community associations, or private clubs wherein said function does not require patrolling 
from one location to another by use of a City street, nor shall it apply to persons employed by such an entity 
solely in connection with the commercial, public, or professional business of such an entity. 


(b) Private Patrol Services. 


(1) Permit 





(2) Requirements for Permits. The following requirements must be met to obtain a permit to operate, 
maintain and conduct a private patrol service in the City. 


A. Registration. 





B. State License. The registration form for a permit shall be accompanied by a photostatic or certified copy 
of the private patrol service’s State of California License evidencing compliance with State laws relating to the 
business of private patrols. 


C. Insurance. Upon request, a private patrol service shall furnish to the Board of Police Commissioners 
evidence of the following insurance: workers’ compensation, general liability insurance, automobile insurance 
in the amounts required by State law.

As I mentioned last night, I believe that the LAPD can change the narrative and become more proactive with 
social media by producing content that people will enjoy viewing. The pieces should be short and catchy, 
similar to what the Blue Angeles put out on social media. Click here and here to see some examples. 





The good news is that the LAPD has one talented officer (probably many more) who know how to effectively 
educate and engage the community through videography and social media. With social media being so critical, 
several years ago Officer Joel Morales demonstrated the power and value of videos as a tool for law 
enforcement to explain many different issues to the community. At the time, I pitched and placed a story about 
Joel Morales in the LA Times because he was producing pretty cutting edge videos that people enjoyed 
viewing. The Times story does a good job of explaining his work. After a loan to the Chief's office, I believe 
that Joel is back working at 77". With little promotion, the videos produced at the time received a fair number 
of views. Promoted correctly, and made shorter, the LAPD videos could go viral and allow the Department to 
help create the news rather than constantly responding to the news. I could think of several units, officers, 
civilians, programs that could be featured.

The mayor announced a crackdown on illegal garbage dumping by enforcing the laws that require 
every business to contracted with a trash hauling company to pick up their garbage. | would propose 
that the City Attorney expand on this effort by working with the LAPD regarding enforcement of 
illegal dumping. | would suggest that you work with the City Attorney with the following proposal: 


e The LAPD will provide some officers to conduct surveillance and catch illegal dumpers in action 
on atrial basis if the city attorney's office prosecutes. 


e The city attorney's office must provide training to the officers before the start of the special 
detail to inform the officers on the elements, what evidence they need (photos, impoundment 
of the vehicle, etc.) of the crime and the specific sections to use when arresting those 
responsible. 


e Ifthe City Attorney agrees to participate, bring Sanitation into the discussion so that they can 
immediately clean up debris once dumped and provide a cost estimate that can be used as part 
of the prosecution. 


e After successfully arresting the first illegal dumpers, have a television crew to attend a roll call 
where they can watch all the LAPD, City Attorney and Sanitation working together. The TV 
crew would then ride along with the officers as they arrest those responsible for illegal 
dumping. Broadcasting that the City takes this crime seriously and showing the consequences 
of illegal behavior will send a strong deterrent. 


When you announce this pilot, you can recall successfully the 1995 citywide crackdown targeting 
scavengers. As detailed in the articles below, the LAPD, City Attorney, and Sanitation Department all 
worked together to stop scavenging. In that case, we used the media to help get the word out that 
those who break the law will be prosecuted.

Despite opposition by lawmakers from South Los Angeles, the City Council voted Tuesday to implement a 
citywide police patrol program to target thieves who pilfer newspapers and other recyclables from residential 
curbside recycling bins. 


The program will be modeled after a six-month pilot program that was recently completed in the west San 
Fernando Valley and was credited with saving the city thousands of dollars in recycling revenue. 


The council voted 10 to 3 to use $600,000 in state grants and revenue from the city recycling program to pay 
police and reserve officers to work overtime, patrolling at night and early in the morning for recycling 
scavengers. 


But Councilman Mike Hernandez and other lawmakers representing parts of South Los Angeles objected to the 
program, saying police should concentrate on more serious crimes instead of arresting people who are "just 
trying to make a few dollars." 


Council members Laura Chick and Ruth Galanter, among others, said scavenging generates dozens of 
complaints weekly and drains the city of about $2 million annually in revenue from the city's curbside recycling 
program. 


They noted that the program will not take police away from regular patrols but pays them to work overtime. 
They also said that the police will target organized scavengers who work regular hours and cart away tons of 
recyclables in trucks and vans. It will not arrest the homeless or people who are collecting newspapers in 
shopping carts, they said. 


Stealing from the recycling bins is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of up to $500 and six months in jail. 


"Everybody is sympathetic to the guy with the shopping cart, but its the guy with the truck who is making all 
the real money," Galanter said. 


In March, 1994, the city collected more than 4,500 tons of newspapers from the 720,000 residents participating 
in the recycling program. That amount has declined to just over 1,500 tons per month in August, a drop city 
recycling officials attribute mostly to scavengers. 


Chick, who helped spearhead the pilot program in the West Valley, said she fears many residents participating 
in the recycling program may stop taking part if the city does not take action against scavengers. 


"Please do not let this deter you from participating in the recycling program," she told the crowd. 


The increase in scavenging has been fueled by a huge jump in the price of newsprint. In contrast to two or three 
years ago, when municipalities had to pay waste-disposal companies to haul away old newspapers, recycling 
firms now pay up to $100 a ton. 


The higher price for newsprint is due in large part to greater worldwide demand, state and federal initiatives to 
use more recycled paper and the wood products industry's increasing use of newsprint to make such products as 
corrugated cardboard. 


Bill Jasper, president of the Encino Property Owners Assn., told the council that his community has been 
"completely plagued by scavengers." 


Another Valley resident, Marsha Roseman, said she fears that scavengers who rummage through recycling bins 
at night may also be casing nearby homes in preparation for a burglary. 


She suggested a "no-cost option": Have residents take photographs of scavengers and turn the film over to 
police. 


In a related action, the council called for a study on whether it is feasible to replace the current recycling bins 
with containers that can be locked to keep scavengers out. 


But some council members questioned whether that would solve the problem. 


"Frankly, I don't know how we are going to deal with this," said Councilman Hal Bernson, who represents parts 
of the northwest Valley. "They will just take the bins."

Los Angeles is putting some teeth in an anti-scavenging ordinance that makes it illegal to steal bottles, cans and 
other items from the city's curbside recycling bins. 


The City Council voted Wednesday to spend $64,000 to step up enforcement of the city's anti-scavenging 
ordinance, earmarking $15,000 for a police crackdown in the west San Fernando Valley in Reseda and setting 
aside $49,000 for a possible expansion of the police patrols citywide. 


The program will begin on a pilot basis from the LAPD's West Valley Division. If the project is successful, it 
will be expanded to other parts of Los Angeles. 


West Valley residents have voiced more complaints about trash scavengers than inhabitants of any other sector 
of the city, said Eric Rose, aide to Councilwoman Laura Chick. 


According to Chick's office, which proposed the new enforcement push, the stealing of recyclables has 
dramatically increased in the last few months, and is costing the city $25,000 a month. 


"One of the problems is that it has created a disincentive for people to recycle," Chick said earlier. "It is also 
bringing in activity, trucks and people roaming around in quiet residential neighborhoods." 


The $15,000 will buy overtime that the West Valley division will use to nab bottle thieves. The low-priority law 
has up to now been loosely enforced by police, but that is changing. 


Police could begin their sweeps as early as the end of this week, and the penalties are stiff. First-time offenders 
could be fined up to $500, and a second violation could trigger arrest.

CCD wants to be able to accurately track the requests it gets for 
vehicle inspections from OPG’s, whether they be VIN verifications or long lien checks. As such, we have 
created an email address specifically for these requests: CCDCATS@lapd.online. It is a group email 
box accessible by all BADCATS personnel. This will help avoid situations where a specific detective is on 
vacation or is otherwise unavailable when you send the request. Phone calls to a specific detective in 
lieu of these emailed requests is not how we want to handle it going forward. We are looking for 
written documentation. In the case of long liens, 








. As far as VIN verification requests, just 
shoot an email to the same address with the vehicle description, date of tow, log number and applicable 
lot. Also, if you request a vehicle inspection for any reason, please have that vehicle accessible. If there 
are multiple vehicles that need inspecting, please know their location and group them together on the 
lot to make things more efficient. Sometimes we need to get under a vehicle. Having it buried in the 
back in a puddle of water/oil/unk fluid or parked tightly against other vehicles often makes it impossible 
for us to inspect. And, please ensure the windows are marked with the correct log number so we know 
that were inspecting the correct vehicle.

Statement of the Los Angeles Women’s Police Officer Association 


Last week we called on Sheriff Villanueva to personally apologize for his sexist comments regarding female 
sheriff deputies. To date, he has chosen not to do so. His comments and failure to apologize, in combination 
with his reducing the number of females in the Sheriff Command staff, should cause concern for all residents of 
LA County. 


The comment we asked the Sheriff to apologize for was one he made in an interview on the Big Boy radio show 
when asked who would win if LAPD and Sheriff's Dept were to fight. The Sheriff responded that the LAPD 
has advantage because it has fewer female officers than Sheriff's Dept does. 


Those comments were a window into Sheriff Villanueva’s belief that women in law enforcement are not 
physically capable of that profession. His actions as Sheriff have compounded the conclusion that this is his 
viewpoint. 


One measure of the regard a leader has for those under him is who he chooses for senior leadership 

positions. Sheriff Villanueva slashed by 50%, the number of female senior executives in his Department upon 
taking office; he fired five of the six female executives who held the rank of Chief when he became 

Sheriff. Further, when he promoted females to command staff, he did so by choosing Lieutenants who skipped 
multiple ranks, meaning that if he chooses in the future to demote those executives they can be returned to the 
Lieutenant position and removed entirely from command staff positions. 


Similarly, the Sheriff has chosen as his personal driver a Deputy who had allegedly gapped a female deputy by 
the neck, tried to break into her home twice, sent her harassing text messages and admitted to listening to her 
conversations. That deputy was fired by the previous Sheriff, but Sheriff Villanueva chose to not only rehire 
him but put him in a position of high public exposure as he accompanies the Sheriff to public events, causing 
men and women to be uncomfortable. 


Finally, in another slight, the Sheriff showed a large poster of photo and named a new Constitutional Policing 
Advisor at a public press conference, but never introduced her. Why? 





Leadership comes from the top, and the Sheriff s statement that women in his department are physically 
incapable is a terrible message he has sent to all women in law enforcement. He has demonstrated through word 
and deed that he regards women as second class citizens in law enforcement. The Sheriff needs to do more than 
“walk back” his comment. He must both must explain why his comments regarding the women of his 
department are wrong, and then show through action that women in the Sheriff s Department are treated as 
equally as men.

It was great seeing you last night! As I mentioned, this is a piece of legislation that law enforcement should 
oppose. Councilmembers Greig Smith and Joe Buscaino introduced a resolution to oppose the legislation. The 
CLA just issued a report recommending opposition. Click here to view the CLA report. 


Because AB 516 has no active opposition, it passed out of Assembly Transportation Committee out of the 
Appropriations Committee and is headed to the Assembly Floor. To view the legislation, click here. Unless law 
enforcement gets involved, this legislation will become law. 


As the CLA report states, “AB 516 would delete the authority of peace officers and other specified public 
employees to tow or immobilize vehicles for the above reasons, while only continuing to allow for it in very 
narrow circumstances. Both the Police Department (LAPD) and the Department of Transportation (LADOT) 
indicate that this bill would have significant negative impacts on their abilities to enforce the law and parking 
regulations, and would likely significantly reduce compliance.” 


The proposal by Assemblymember David Chiu to “eliminate poverty-related towing” not only infringes on local 
control over parking but if passed, would allow homeless to park their vehicles anywhere for as long as they 
want. AB 516 purports to address the impacts of three categories of towing identified in “Towed Into Debt: 
How Towing Practices in California Punish Poor People” (Public Law Center, et al, March 2019). The report 
makes — as it acknowledges — conclusions and recommendations based on incomplete data and analysis. One of 
the report’s conclusions that relates to AB 516 is: “Once a car is towed, many California families do not have 
the money to retrieve the car and cannot borrow the money.” While this may be true, the cause of towing is not 
actually poverty, but the repeated, intentional acts of the vehicle owner/operator to not comply with specific 
parking and vehicle registration laws. 


Both state and municipal parking laws promote public safety and ensure fair and equitable access to on-street 
parking. Persons with five or more parking tickets are scofflaws who repeatedly and intentionally violate 
parking laws (California Vehicle Code Section 22651(i)). Scofflaws do not represent a significant proportion of 
parking citations issued by municipalities cited in the 61-page document in support of the legislation. Most 
vehicles cited for a parking violation are not cited again for another parking violation. The current threshold of 
towing for five or more unpaid parking citations means that a driver — regardless of his or her financial situation 
— did not simply make a mistake or two. It means they violated parking laws repeatedly (which is unrelated to 
poverty) and subsequently did not pay the associated fines. 


Likewise, CVC Section 22651(0)(1)(A) allows for towing unregistered vehicles. A vehicle with an expired 
vehicle registration for more than six months has an owner that has intentionally decided not to comply with the 
law. It is not simply a late or delinquent payment and six months provides ample time to identify funds so that 
the registration can be paid or make alternative transportation arrangements. By not complying with vehicle 
registration requirements, vehicle owners also avoid having to provide evidence of vehicle insurance to the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. Lack of legally required vehicle insurance poses a public safety and financial 
risk to other motorists, cyclists, and pedestrians. 


Finally, CVC Section 22651(k) authorizes municipalities to adopt 72-hour parking limits. Vehicles parked 
illegally for more than 72 or more consecutive hours — regardless if they were parked legally for the first 72 
hours — constitute an unfair utilization of on-street parking assets that should be available to the public at large, 
not just to an individual vehicle owner who intentionally breaks the law. In cases where the vehicle is 
inoperable and the reason the vehicle has not been moved is because the owner may not have the resources to 
pay for a repair, AB 516 would enable that owner to permanently occupy an on-street parking space and make 
that asset unavailable to the rest of the public in perpetuity. Such a vehicle that is not moved by the owner for 
an extended period of time becomes a de facto abandoned vehicle, a contributing factor to neighborhood blight 
and conditions identified by George L. Kelling and James Q. Wilson in their seminal essay “Broken Windows” 
(1982). 


Owning a vehicle is not a right and local municipalities are making extensive efforts to make communities more 
accessible and livable through expanded transit, cycling, pedestrian, and other transportation modes. Owning a 
vehicle comes with responsibilities, both legal and financial. Vehicle ownership has legally required costs (e.g. 
vehicle registration) and avoidable costs when the owner/operator behavior complies with parking laws (1.e., 
does not violate parking laws and/or pays citations in a timely manner when they do). 


AB 516 may be a well-intentioned bill that attempts to address the financial impacts of some categories of 
towing, but it actually creates unwarranted incentives and rewards for scofflaws and lawbreakers that will result 
in negative impacts on the broader community. Remarkably, the City of Los Angeles has a Resolution pending 
to oppose AB 516.

Re: OPG Monthly Reports 


The Los Angeles Police Commission has informed the OPG Association that some OPGs have been 
submitting monthly reports that contain only driver’s information while failing to list all employees as 
required by your current contract. 


The contract requires all OPGs must submit a written “OPG Monthly Report” by the fifteenth (15") 
calendar day of each month to the Board or its designee. The OPG's representative must sign the OPG 
Monthly Report. The report must contain the following information for the immediately preceding 
month: 


1. The total number of vehicles impounded by City agencies under this Agreement, with a 
breakdown of the number of vehicles impounded by LAPD, LADOT and Other City Agencies. 


2. List of all employees that were employed by the OPG during the previous month, along with 
each employee's position and the license or certificate numbers applicable to any employee by 
virtue of their duties and responsibilities for the OPG. 

3. Identification and an explanation of each tow requiring in excess of one (1) hour, calculated 
from the time the tow unit actually proceeds to a call for service until the time the tow unit 
arrives at the Primary Storage Facility. 

4. All instances involving the sale or disposal of a formerly stored vehicle or vehicle part or 
accessory to an individual known to the OPG or the OPG's employees as a City employee. 


The definition of an employee is found in the Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 103.01 which 
defines employees as the following: 


“Employee means any and all persons, including operators, managers, entertainers, and 
independent contractors who work in or at or render any services directly related to the 
operation of the business, whether or not the person is paid compensation by the business. This 
definition does not apply to persons incidentally involved with the business, such as persons 
delivering goods, food and beverages, or performing maintenance or repairs to the business 
premises.” 


For example, if you use an outside contractor to perform security at your lien sales, you must include 
that information on your monthly report. 


If you filled out your last monthly report incorrectly, please send in a corrected version to CID 
immediately.

Assemblymember David Chiu Introduces Bill to Eliminate Poverty- 
Related Towing 


Legislation ensures towing is conducted to improve public safety and traffic flow rather than as a debt 
collection tool that harms low-income people 


SAN FRANCISCO— Assemblymember David Chiu (D-San Francisco) introduced a bill today that seeks to 
end towing practices that harm low-income people. Assembly Bill 516 would eliminate towing conducted as a 
debt collection tool to compel payment for unpaid parking tickets or expired vehicle registrations. 


“Taking someone’s car away for the sole reason of collecting a debt is not going to help that person pay that 
debt,” said Assemblymember Chiu. “Towing should be used to ensure proper traffic flow and public safety, not 
to push poor people further into poverty.” 


For the tens of thousands of middle- and low-income Californians who have had their vehicles towed every 
year, it is more than a stressful, expensive inconvenience. A vehicle tow can lead to not only the permanent loss 
of a car, but also the loss of employment, access to school and medical care, and for some, their only shelter. 


In California, it typically costs a minimum of $500 to retrieve a car that has been impounded. If the car was 
towed in order to collect a debt such as unpaid parking tickets or vehicle registration fees, the owner must first 
pay off those debts and cover daily vehicle storage fees before they can pay to get their car back from a tow 
yard, which can approach $1,500. 


Many people do not have the means to pay for such large costs. A recent federal report showed that 40 percent 
of Americans lack the savings necessary to cover an unexpected expense of $400. As documented by Towed 
Into Debt, what this often means is a tow can lead to the permanent loss of a car by the original owner. 


When a car owner is unable to pay debts or towing fees, the local government and towing company try to 
recover those debts by selling the car at a lien sale. However, the costs associated with the tow, storage, and lien 
sale fees are often far greater than the amount the vehicles are sold for. Data from municipalities around 
California show that towed vehicles are usually sold for an average of $2,000 less than what it costs to tow and 
store the vehicles. 


In San Francisco, half of all vehicles towed for debt collection are sold at lien sales, meaning that half of debt 
collection tows result in no debt collection. The inability to recover the true cost of the tow -- combined with the 
fact that a majority of debts are never collected -- makes towing as a debt collection tool incredibly ineffective. 


This results in a no-win situation for all parties involved. The car owner has lost one’s largest economic asset 
and is pushed deeper into poverty. The tow yard owners must operate at a loss. The local government is unable 
to collect the original debt that caused the tow. 


AB 516 seeks to eliminate the three most common types of poverty-related tows that disproportionately impact 
low-income people and result in financial losses for local governments and towing companies. Specifically, the 
bill would prohibit tows where the owner has five or more unpaid parking tickets, where the car registration is 
more than six months out of date, or where a car has been legally parked for over 72 hours. These tows harm 
low-income people far more than those with the means to pay parking tickets and registration fees. 


This bill leaves intact two dozen other statutory grounds that a local government can rely on to tow a car, 
ensuring that localities are still able to enforce traffic laws and maintain public safety. 


Additionally, if AB 516 is enacted, many other enforcement mechanisms will remain to ensure that Californians 
who are able to afford to pay parking tickets and registration fees are compelled to do so. Local agencies and 
state government would still be able to intercept tax refunds, suspend a person’s license, enter a civil judgment 
against an offender, or use bank levies and wage garnishments to compel a person to pay parking tickets and 
vehicle registration. 


The ACLU of California, Lawyers’ Committee for Civil Rights, and Western Center on Law and Poverty are 
co-sponsoring AB 516. 


“California’s existing towing practices push people deeper into poverty, while doing nothing to benefit local 
governments,” said Maya Ingram, Legislative Attorney with the ACLU of California. “It’s time California put 
an end to this cruel and devastating practice.” 


“Half of Americans can’t afford an emergency $500 expense, but cities across California regularly saddle low- 
income people with thousands of dollars in unconstitutional towing fees,” said Elisa Della-Piana, Legal Director 
of the Lawyers’ Committee for Civil Rights. “These tows violate the Fourth Amendment by robbing people of 
their ability to get to work - and often their only financial asset - solely on the basis of economic status.” 


“Towing is an unnecessarily harmful way for local governments to enforce non-safety related laws,” said Mike 
Herald, Director of Policy Advocacy of Western Center on Law and Poverty. “It is the equivalent of using a 
sledgehammer to crack an egg.” 

AB 516 is expected to be heard in policy committee in April.

Revised House Car Motor Home (HCMH) Medium Duty Billing 


The House Car Motor Home (HCMH) / Medium Duty program requires that all medium duty towing operators 
enter HCMH in body type for all impounds weighing 10,001 pounds to 26,000 pounds and either an L for Lien 
Sale or J for Junk release status code. OPGs participating in this program will continue to go to the VIIC and 
await approval. Below is the revised process: 


1. HCMH impounds received. Transferred to VIIC. 

Once release of either an “L” — Lien Sale or “J” — Junk status is marked on an impound record it will 
then show up on the motor home approvers list to review. 

3. All supporting documents (please see “Requirements for Reimbursement” Section 3.1 below) should be 
uploaded to now be scanned and put into one PDF file. Laserfiche will no longer be used. 

4. Please properly label each PDF document with the full log number, which starts with your area 
designation. 

5. On the 15" of each month, send your scanned PDF documents to Marlene Morgenstern with the Police 
Commission. If the 15" falls on a weekend or holiday, please send an email the documents to 
pcaudits@lapd.online the following business day. If your file is over 8Mb in size, please send multiple 
emails. 


9. 


In the subject line of each email, please put your company name, HCMH and the number of emails you 
are sending. For example, if you needed to send CID three (3) emails, the subject line would like this: 
Los Angeles Tow HCMH 1 of3. 

CID Motor home approvers will review the supporting documents for each vehicle listed on the monthly 
report and approve/reject the vehicle. 

When OPGs receive checks from the city for invoices, the OPG should mark the funds as being received 
in the VIIC. 

Process Complete. 


OPGs should continue to prepare a separate invoice for each HCMH vehicle by the 15th of each month for the 
prior month’s impounds. There will no longer be a Laserfiche HCMH folder under the log number. A copy of 
the invoice should be included in the PDF file you email to pcaudits@lapd.online . OPGs will continue to 
upload invoices to VIIC at the same time as the other supporting documents. All other processes and 
requirements for reimbursement will remain the same.

Camfield Partners plans El Sereno warehouse for LAPD’s auto theft division 


City agreed to a $28M deal with Camfield and will buy building upon completion

Camfield Partners wants to build a large new warehouse and office in El Sereno for storing evidence and 
equipment for the Los Angeles Police Department. 


The Laguna Hills-based firm filed plans with the city for the 80,000-square-foot warehouse earlier this month. 
It would be built on a vacant 6.8-acre lot at 1925 N. Marianna Avenue. 


Camfield, a small firm led by Ken Jackson, purchased the lot in 2015 for $6.5 million. The City Council approved 
a $28 million purchase and sale agreement with Camfield to develop the warehouse. The City of L.A. will 
purchase the building upon completion. 


The building will be a warehouse for the LAPD’s Commercial Auto Theft Section and Property Division, which 
handles evidence. The LAPD will use it to store surveillance equipment and bait cars. There will be office space 
for around two dozen staff, as well as rooftop parking. 


The Commercial Auto Theft Section was based in Downtown L.A. until 2011 when its building was demolished. 
It’s currently sharing space in the San Fernando Valley with the LAPD Bomb Squad. 


The El Sereno lot, which is located near interstates 10 and 710, would provide a more accessible location. The 
auto theft division’s Valley location has been problematic because a lack of close access to freeways, according 
to a city staff report.

The email requests that OPGs send 
certified letters to BADCATS. I have confirmed with the Police Commission that OPGs do not have to send 
the required information via certified mail. 


OPGs must continue to follow Section 7.2 B of the OPG contract with the City which states: 
Liens for the towing and storage fees 


The OPG will be governed by the provisions of California Vehicle Code Section 22851 et seq., with regard 
to all liens on stored vehicles. 


At least seven (7) days prior to a "long-lien sale", as described in Vehicle Code Section 22851.4, the

This will help avoid situations where a specific detective is on vacation or is otherwise unavailable 
when you send the request. Phone calls to a specific detective in lieu of these emailed requests is not how we 
want to handle it going forward.

VIN verification requests, just shoot an email to the same address with the vehicle description, date of tow, 
log number and applicable lot. Also, if you request a vehicle inspection for any reason, please have that 
vehicle accessible. If there are multiple vehicles that need inspecting, please know their location and group 
them together on the lot to make things more efficient. Sometimes we need to get under a vehicle. Having it 
buried in the back in a puddle of water/oil/unk fluid or parked tightly against other vehicles often makes it 
impossible for us to inspect. And, please ensure the windows are marked with the correct log number so we 
know that were inspecting the correct vehicle. 





Two of our lieutenants plan to attend your department wide OPG meeting in August to explain these 
changes. If you have any questions or concerns about how we can better work together, they can answer 
questions then.

The City of Lynwood opposes to your AB 516 (Chiu), a measure that would 
eliminate the ability for the City of Lynwood to adequately enforce state and local 
vehicle violations. 


AB 516 would eliminate enforcement tools for cities to address motorists who 
disregard basic laws designed to benefit entire communities. Specifically, the 
measure would eliminate the ability for cities to: 


e “Immobilize,” or place a boot on a vehicle, for motorists who have five or 
more unpaid parking tickets. 

e Remove vehicles with expired registration that are operating illegally; and 

e Remove vehicles in violation of parking time restrictions. 


The approach in AB 516 rewards people who fail to pay their parking tickets, 
register their vehicles, or adhere to reasonable policies aimed at preventing 
abandonment and/or street storage of vehicles, regardless of income. 


AB 516 will exacerbate parking scarcity by creating an environment extremely 
vulnerable for exploitation with consequences much more serious than the 
problem the bill is trying to solve. This bill, coupled with efforts by the state aimed 
at eliminating local parking minimums, will create quality of life concerns across 
income demographics in California.

AB 516 (Chiu) purports to address the impacts of three categories of towing identified in 
“Towed Into Debt: How Towing Practices in California Punish Poor People” (Public Law 
Center, et al, March 2019). The report makes — as it acknowledges — conclusions and 
recommendations based on incomplete data and analysis. One of the report’s conclusions that 
relates to AB 516 is: “Once a car is towed, many California families do not have the money to 
retrieve the car and cannot borrow the money.” While this may be true, the cause of towing is 
not actually poverty, but the repeated, intentional acts of the vehicle owner/operator to not 
comply with specific parking and vehicle registration laws, as discussed below. 


Both state and municipal parking laws promote public safety and ensure fair and equitable access 
to on-street parking that supports the economy and our populace. Persons with five or more 
parking tickets are scofflaws who repeatedly and intentionally violate parking laws (California 
Vehicle Code Section 22651(i)). Scofflaws do not represent a significant proportion of 
parking citations issued in the City of Los Angeles. A majority of vehicles cited for a parking 
violation are not cited again for another parking violation. The current threshold of towing for 
five or more unpaid parking citations means that a driver — regardless of his or her financial 
situation — did not simply make a mistake or two. It means he or she violated parking laws 
repeatedly (which is unrelated to poverty) and subsequently did not pay the associated fines. 


Likewise, CVC Section 22651(0)(1)(A) allows for towing unregistered vehicles. A vehicle with 
an expired vehicle registration for more than six months has an owner that has intentionally 
decided not to comply with the law. It is not simply a late or delinquent payment and six months 
provides ample time to identify funds so that the registration can be paid or make alternative 
transportation arrangements. By not complying with vehicle registration requirements, vehicle 
owners also avoid having to provide evidence of vehicle insurance to the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. Lack of legally required vehicle insurance poses a public safety and financial risk to 
other motorists, cyclists, and pedestrians. 


Finally, CVC Section 2265 1(k) authorizes the City Council to adopt 72-hour parking limits, as 
codified in Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 80.73.2. Vehicles parked illegally for more 
than 72 hours — regardless if they were parked legally for the first 72 hours — constitute an unfair 


utilization of on-street parking assets that should be available to the public at large, not just to an 
individual vehicle owner who intentionally breaks the law. In cases where the vehicle is 
inoperable and the reason the vehicle has not been moved is because the owner may not have the 
resources to pay for a repair, AB 516 would enable that owner to permanently occupy an on- 
street parking space and make that asset unavailable to the rest of the public in perpetuity.

Still “Just a Reserve.” 


Sad that at times no matter how hard we work, in the eyes of some we are “just a reserve” and 
by them, we still get treated like second class citizens. 


Case and point, went to my division today—per the training unit communique for all personnel 
to exchange old radios for the new one's today. 


One reserve took the day off of work, my partner and | figured we’d work a shift as long as we 
had to go to the station anyway—and yet, an hour before we arrived at the station a 
communique was sent stating reserve officers will not be included with the divisional personnel 
to exchange old radios for the new radios. 


Our divisional training sergeant was as annoyed as we were, no blame at the divisional level, 
and our Lt called the unit that is responsible for the deployment of the new radios, (ITR?) but 
the LT was told reserves will not receive new radios, not enough for them.....the irony is, 
personnel that have been light duty for years were issued new radios, but not the reserves that 
do work the field!? 


The reason given “the department doesn’t have enough radios to include reserves.” 


Yes, the old radios will work for the foreseeable future, but the point is, in the eyes of some 
decision-makers in the hierarchy of the department, we are “just” reserves... 


Adding insult to injury, my partner and I work the field a minimum of 2-days a week, and we 
often work more than 2-12 hour shifts per week, and yet the subpoena control officer that is 
light duty, the Kit Room officer that is light duty, the four officer training cadre, that don’t work 
the field, and several officers that work in our division that will not work the field for the 
remainder of their careers all received new radios, again, none of them work the field, a few 
officers went out of their way to state they didn’t even need or want a radio as they will never 
work the field again....but they were issued new radios—enough said, you get the point. 


Anyway, my “just a reserve” partner and I still worked our shift, and our divisional staff did feel 
a bit embarrassed—so they gave us rechargers, face it, the new radios issued no longer work 
with the old radio batteries anyway, so we will be the only people in the division that will now 
need a recharger for the obsolete radios, we also received some additional spare batteries, it 
will all be fine I’m sure, but it is a bit frustrating.

As Captain Hayes stated, Los Angeles police are 
actively searching for a man who assaulted Rafael 
Reyna following last Friday night's game between the 
Dodgers and the Arizona Diamondbacks. Like 
everyone, the LAPD wishes Mr. Reyna a full and 
speedy recovery. 


While I am not going to elaborate on what Captain 
Hayes discussed, it 1s important to remember that in 
high-profile incidents, it is my experience that the 
first story about an event is many times, not the last 
story. The information presented we have today 
about the attack on Mr. Reyna is subject to change as 
the investigation proceeds. Having nearly 25 years in 
law enforcement, I know that the first story of an 
event is never the last story. 


- Let me be very clear; the LAPD considers Dodger 
Stadium to be an extremely safe venue. While we are 
not going to discuss details of regarding LAPD or 
Dodgers security, I can tell you with millions of fans 
visiting the stadium yearly; we do not have any 
concerns about baseball fans being able to watch the 
boys in blue play baseball in a safe environment.

| had a discussion with my supervisor and we determined that the City of Los Angeles is NOT 
exempted from paying POT and operator is liable for POT per Sec. 21.15.4. Therefore, you don't need 
to provide the contract. You have the right to request a hearing after you receive the audit finding in 
the mail. 


Despite disallowing the exemption, the audit of business tax resulted into over-payment of 
($1,491.00) and Parking Occupancy Tax resulted into over-payment of ($33,895.80) because the tax 
measure should be computed based on amount net of POT (excluding POT) instead of gross parking 
receipts (including POT). Enclosed you will see the audit working paper and closing statement. | will 
email you the refund claim form later today.

Here are the answers to the questions (and a few other questions) 


1) DMV Report 
We stopped requiring the DMV report because we were running it ourselves anyway. We figured that was one way to 
save your employee time. 


2) ADDRESS CHANGES 

We asked Ben for a list of drivers who needed address changes. Ben forwarded a 13-page list to me about a month 

ago. That is the list we were using to change addresses to the OPG company address. Changing these address requires 
us to look at each account to make sure we're making changes to the correct person. Only one person at Finance makes 
these type of changes for us and we have them working on a parking lot project. | told Ben that our goal is to have the 
addresses changed in time for the renewal mailer in October. It is true that employers CAN submit a new application, 
which would be processed by the Finance counter staff, but that method WOULD cost money. If we do it the slower 
back office way, we can have the changes made for free. 


3) DRIVER CHANGES BETWEEN COMPANIES 

Elvin Wheeler received a call from one of the tow operations about drivers moving between companies. In the Permit 
Processing Section, original plan was to have each driver with one account and to give them a letter/ID with the name of 
the employer(s). That idea was unpopular both with the detectives and the tow operations, so we have switched back 
to requiring a new account for each driver, each employer. So, if a driver quits one company and starts with another, 
they need to apply for a new permit account. If they move back to the old company, they need to apply again; and 
Finance may or may not assign the same account number. 


4) REFUNDS 

I'm getting calls about refunds for tow drivers who are moving between companies. Remember that each time a driver 
applies for a permit, we process the application like a new permit. We check DMV, Live Scan, and other background 
records. We don't know the reason why an employee moves between companies, so we want to verify that they don't 
have any additions to their criminal record. The permit fee is based on cost recovery. There is no refund if we process 
an application and the employee doesn't work out and moves on.

As areminder, when you are impounding a vehicle for evidence, the only way that the vehicle can be released is with 
written authorization from the LAPD. You cannot release a vehicle based upon a phone call from the LAPD that it is okay 
to release. With the written documentation, and a completed 180, OPGs will then be able to charge the City of LA for 
the storage after 72 hours. 


If the person does not pick up the vehicle after it's released, you can then begin the lean sale process. You will then 
need to complete a private property impound. The maximum number of days that the city will pay for storage is 120.

Commander, 


| have been thinking about a variety of Reserve Training issues and thought that you might be 
able to implement some suggestions based on the perspective of active CDL-1 officers, which 
may or may not be seen by our Department’s leadership. As you know, | often joke that 
Reserves are sometimes P-0 because very few people think about Reserves as training is 
developed. | am thrilled that you and Captain Casey (who truly appreciate Reserves) are 
overseeing training. 


We need to get the probation requirements better thought through, currently a Level 2, needs 
to go through “X” hours of training with a Training Officer (P-3) to get off probation, but it’s not 
being dealt with consistently throughout the Department, and the LAPD does not always have a 
P-3, available so a recently graduated Level 2’s or Level 1’s, so they often end up getting 


deployed/stuck on the desk. This is a demotivating situation that is easily resolved. | have 
several ideas that would resolve this issue. 


As a Level 2, goes through the Level 1, academy, they have another probation, and—to get to 
the Designated Level 1 status, yet another 2,000 hour probation— yet we don’t have a cogent 
policy to track this, and the Department does not have a policy to show if the hours are 
accumulated from level 2, to level 1, to designation. 


We need to work with the department leadership to put together some specialized training 
opportunities; we also need to examine the Learning Domains (LD) for our Level 2’s, as they are 
lacking some very critical skills, which are easily provided to resolve the issues before they 
graduate. They don’t get EVOC, but they are in the car with Level 1or full-time officers, but 
they can’t legally drive. | am aware that many of them are driving. | am sure that there are 
other LD that they could use. 


We need to get the reserve instructor/training cadre very well thought through, | saw that 
the Department is looking at using reserves for training, this is a huge step forward, but if 
people like Steve Fazio (who is certified by POST as an instructor) are not involved, the idea of 
reserve instructors will not be optimized, and it may fall flat and fail. 


We need to better think through the in-service training requirements, we have reserve training 
days, but they don’t count for our continuing education for our LAPD or the POST mandated 
training requirements, this is easily resolved but it’s not being thought through. 


Our reserves graduate and don’t get Radios, Phones, or Tasers. | understand budget 

restraints. Our Level 2’s graduate and drive but don’t get enough EVOC training in the 
academy, they aren’t given other tools that are easily provided but aren’t currently in the LD’s, 
but they need to be, and as you know, it is often the people who are close to the officers (active 
CDL-1s) that are even aware of some of these issues. Talking with Steve Fazio who went back to 
patrol and works with many other reserves at the divisional level, he pointed out to me some of 
the gaps and inadequacies. 


Thank you for letting me vent. Have a wonderful weekend.
